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PHYSICAL AND POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY 


The State of Jammu aud Kashmir is situated « *he extreme north 

J Tmu ™'.'' “‘“To 

(sinldang), the Soviet Republic of Turkistan, Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
Srinagar is the summer and Jammu the winter capital of the State. 


According to the census of 1961, the total population of the State 
was 35,60,976 excluding the population of territories in the occupation 

of Pakistan and China. 


Climate. The climatic conditions of the State vary from the arctic 

cold of the Ladakh District to the extreme heat of the plains. 

There is tropical heat in the submountane and semi-mountainous 
tract of Jammu Province. Kashmir enjoys a temperate climate in summer, 
but is very cold in winter. Extreme cold prevails in the Frontier District, 
especially in Dras, Zanskar and Rupshu, The deep narrow valleys between 
Kashmir and Gilgit are hot and ciamp Kishtwar and Bhaderwah have a 

salubrious climate. 


Rainfall is scanty in the Frontier areas, but in the rest of the State 
It varies from 30 to 65 inches a year. Reasi and Poonch each have more 
than 60 inches annually. The annual rainfall of the Jammu District is 
nearly 45 inches and in the case of Kashmir Valley it varies from 30 to 35 

inches. 


The Jammu and Kashmir State provides a vast field of interest for 
men of different tastes. To the holiday maker Kashmir is the garden of 
Asia while for a lover of sport, a wide range of game is available. The 
great wealth of flora and fauna, the lovely glens, the numerous ancient 
monuments and the mysterious lands and lofty mountains provide an 
inexhaustible material for the botanist, the poet, the explorer, the historian 
and the philosopher. 
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A BRIEF HISTORY 

Kashmir was a part of the empire of Ashoka who laid the city of 
Srinagar. After the commencement of the Christian era, the Valley was 
invaded by Tartars and Budhism became the State religion. In the sixth 
century A. D. came the White Huns. Hieun Tsang visited Kashmir in 
A. D. 629-31. Lalitaditya is the most famous of the later Hindu Kings. 
He is said to have subdued many kingdoms and turned his attention to 
Central Asia and returned victorious via Tibet. It is recorded of him that 
he was a patron of art and culture and carried out many public works and 
built many temples, Mahmud of Ghazni attempted to invade Kashmir, 
but failed to effect entry. Dynastic revolutions followed and ultimately 
the Valley passed into the hands of Muslim rulers. 

The most notable of the Muslim rulers was Sultan Zain-ul-Abdin 
(1420-70), who is said to have introduced paper-making, sericulture and 
shawl manufacture in Kashmir. He was generous and brave and earned 
the goodwill of Hindus who had been persecuted earlier. He encouraged 
learning, fine arts and polytechnic. 

Akbar conquered Kashmir in 1586. Jehangir and Shah Jahan 
were very fond of Kashmir. They built stately mansions, planted Chinars 
and laid out various pleasure gardens round the Dal Lake and elsewhere. 
In 1750 Ahmad Shah Abdali occupied Kashmir. From 1819 to 1846 
Kashmir remained under the Sikhs. After the disintegration of the Sikh 
power in the Punjab, Kashmir passed into the hands of Maharaja Gulab 
Singh. By the Treaty of Amritsar “signed on 16th M arch, 1846, Maharaja 
Gulab Singh and heirs male of his line were recognised as rulers of 
Kashmir. 

Maharaja Gulab Singh died in 1857 and was succeeded by his son 
Maharaja Ranbir Singh, who was a great patron of art and letters. He 
was succeeded in 1885 by his son Maharaja Pratap Singh. Maharaja 
Hari Singh succeeded his uncle Maharaja Pratap Singh in 1925. The impact 
of the tribal invasion of Kashmir by Pakistan in October, 1947 broke up 
the administration of the Maharaja. The vacuum thus created was filled 
up by the All Jammu and Kashmir National Conference which mobilised 
the people in a heroic resistance to the invasion. 

The Jammu and Kashmir State acceded to India on the 26th October, 

1947. The offer of accession was made by the Maharaja supported by the 
leadership of the Jammu and Kashmir National Conference. 

A regular people's Government was formed on the 5th of March, 

1948, with Sheikh Mohammad Abdullah as Prime Minister. 

A Constituent Assembly based on the universal adult suffrage came 
into existence on October 31, 1951. The Assembly comprised 75 members. 
Mr. G. M. Sadiq was unanimously elected the President of the Assembly. 

The institution of monarchy in the State was abolished in September, 
1952, and Yuvraj Karan Singh was elected as tlic first Sadar-i-Riyasat of 
theState.

On August 8, 1953, the Sadar-i-Riyasat dismissed Sheikh 

Mohammad Abdullah from Prime Ministership. 

On February 6, 1954, the report of the Drafting Committee of the 

Constituent Assembly ratifying accession of Jammu and Kashmir State 

to India was adopted u lanimously by the Assembly. 

The President’s (Application of Constitution to Jammu and 
Kashmir) Order was issued on May If, 1954. 

The Jammu and Kashmir Constituent Assembly adopted the 
new Constitution on November 17, 1956. J tefationshin of 

the State with the Union of India, territory of ! , ^res^ 

dents etc., came into force on the 17th November, 1956 and the remaining 
sections on the 26th January, 1957.

POLITICAL SITUATION (1960-61) 


Owing to special conditions prevailing in the State no 
Census was held during 195i. Accordingly the Census Act of 
1948 was amended which facilitated the holding of Cen5us in the 
State along with the rest of India The 1961 Census is. therefore, 
the next Census after 1941. The current Census does not include 
the population of territories in the occupatior of Pakistan and 
China- 

The population of the State of nine districts on March 1, 
1961 was 35,60,976, chat of males 18,96.633 and of females 16,64 343 
There has thus been an increase of 20 5 per cent in the States 
population in the Inst 20 years. Doda District shows the highest 
growth-rate of 14-21 per cent between 1951-61 while Poonch- 
Rajouri show^s the lowest of 0 24. In all there are 3,92,761 literate 
persons in the State giving a literary percentage of 10- 6- The 
cities of Jammu and Srinagar claim the largest literate persons 

The dissolution of Democratic National Conference and its 
re-union with rhe ruling National Conference marked a change of 
far-reaching character in the political life of Jamrau and Kashmir. 

The Democratic National Conference came into being in 1957 
when a group of dissidents led by Mr G- M Sadiq broke aw^ay 
from the parent body (the National Conference) following diff 
crences between Bakhshi Ghulam Mohammad President of the ruling 
party, and Mr Sadiq. The differences arose over the implementa- 
tion of Government’s economic programme and other policies 

The march of events during the last 3 years served as a 
compelling force to bring the two leaders together and rise 
above petty questions of prestige and factional controversies 
Both decided to reunite to work together in the face of the 
dangers facing the State across the borders. There was no 
ideological difference between the group of dissidents and the 
ruling party. Both stood for the continued accession of Kashmir 
to India and both professed their faith in the ‘‘New Kashmir”. 

In D ecember. 1960 the dissidents, excepting a few, joined the 

National Conference 

The Prime Minister, Shri Jawaharlal Nehru arrived in 

Srinagar on Inly 21, 1960 on .a 5-day visit to the State. 

During his star he visited the Indian Army forward posts 
and dso flew to the border area of Ladakh He also saw the 
devclopmonr w<'rks now in progress there- At a civic reception 
at Lid-akli. Mr Nehru essiircJ Ladakhis’ full help in their 

endeavour to build mc^dern Ladakh strong and prosperous.

The 2?nd Annual Session of the National Conference was 
held a: Baramulla in October, 1960 under the Presiden tship of the 

Prime Minister, Bakhshi Ghulara Mohammad- The session was 
attend’d by about 1,600 delegates from all parts of the -tate- 


The resolution adopted said that onerous responsibilit^s 
devolved upon the Government in guiding the State towards the 
economic and social objective of a socialist pattern of society- 
It noted with satisfaction that inspite of tremendous handicaps 
‘"marked improvement in the State s economy and the living condi* 
tions of the people have been brought about as a result of the 
earne^r efforts maJe by the Government towards planned 

development/' 


The resolution recommended changes in the present pattern 
of formal education with a view to solving the problem of the 
educated unemployed, the linking of the State with the rest of 
the country by railway and the granting of ample opportunities 
to private resources and initiative to accelerate the economic 
progress of the State- It also demanded that greater attention 
be paid to the problems of the backward classes- 


A Sikkim teachers' delegation arrived in Srinagar on 
March 29, 1960 on a brief visit to see :he State’s educational 
inscitutions- 


The leader of the delegation, Mr- Eidurla, described as 
gigantic, the efforts being made to spread education- Mr Bidurla 
also congratulated the State on providing free education for the 
people. 

The three-member Saudi Arabian Press delegation arrived 
in Srinagar on October 23, I960. After its two-day visit of the 
State the delegation observed that the Hindu-Muslim unity would 
stand them in good stead for further development of the State 

Among other dignatories who visited the State during the 

year under review mention may be made of the King of Nepal who 

came to Srinagar in July. I960- The King visited the Kashmir 

Government Arts Emporium and expressed appreciation of Kashmir 
handicrafts-

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ACCOUNTANCY TRAINING SCHOOL 


In the beginning of the year under report the second batch 
of the Secretariat Training Class was in session- It completed 
its training during August. 1960 Only two trainees of the 
Secretariat Training Class out of a batch 20 passed in the 
examination in the session ending August. I960. The trainees of 
the said class had no immediate prospects cf promotion or of any 
pecuniiry benefit to them after pa>sing the said examination, so 
the examination was declared obligatory for purposes of promo- 
tions to the posts of Head Assistants and for drawal of 
increments This had a very healthy effect on the students of 
the class and in the 3rd batch of this class, which comprised 
of 18 candidates, as many as 12 got through the examination. 

Junior Accountants Class 


16 candidates out of a total of 35 passed in May, 1960 A 
supplementary examination of the failures was held by the Public 
Service Commission during October, 1960 and 13 candidates n ore 
qualified themselves in the said examination, thus bringing the 
total aumbej of passes to 29 out of a total of 35 trainees- The 
second session of this class was enrolled with 32 candidates on the 
rolls during November, I960. 


Accounts Clerks Class 


The second session of this class started functioning in the 
School during June, 1960 wich 41 candidates on the rolls of the 
class. Their examination was conducted by the Public Service 
Commission during December, 1960 and 23 candidates came out 
successful. 

Conclusion 


In all. the School has trained 162 Accountants, Accounts 
Clerks and Secretariat Assistants so far out of which 93 have

The District Inspector 
Leh has been invested with the administrative powers of the 
Dy.

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MEDICAL AND JAILS DEPARTMENT 


1 ntroduction 

Administration 

The charge of the Department remained with Dr. Fazl 
Rahman, as Director Health Services during the year underreport- 
Kaviraj Bholanath continued to remain in charge of Ayurvedic and 
Unani systems of me die ines 

Budget 

The Budget of the State Medical Department rose to 
Rf. 128 00 lakhs for the year 1960-61 from Rs- 82.00 lakhs 
during the year 1959-60. 

Central Hospitals 

In the Central Hospitals the bed strength was raised from 
300 to 500 in the case of the Srinagar Hospital and 100 to 250 
in the case of the Jammu Hospital. Modern equipment for all 
the sections of the ho^^pitals was provided. The Operation The- 
atres, Gynaecological Sections, Eye and ENT Sections of the 
hospitals were also equipped adequately. Arrangements for hot 
water during winter and cold water coolers have also been 
provided in Jammu Hospital and the theatres have been air-condi- 
tioned In the Central Hospital Srinagar a central heating plant 
has been functioning for the last over three years. Additional 
services of surgeons, physicians and other doctors have also been 
made available in both the Hospitals. 

District Hospital 

District dispensaries have been converted into full-fledged 
hospitals with 30 beds each. New buildings were put up in 
Kathua. Udhampur, Rajouri, Anantnag, Baramulla and Ladakh- In 
the District hospitals, Anti-Rabic treatment has also been made 
available. X-Ray# Dental Sections and Laboratory facilities have also 
been provided in addition to Medical, Surgical and Gynae treat- 
ment already available in the District hospitals. 

Primary Health Centres 

On the public health side one Sanitary Inspector, a couple 
of Vaccinators, four Field Workers in each Tehsil work under 
immediate control of the Civil Surgeon who functions as 
District Public Health Officer also. At present there are 35 Primary 
Health Centres- 10 centres of Kashmir Province have been 
provided with X-Ray. Dental and Laboratory facilities while the 
remaining 23 are of the Central Government pattern- UNICEF 
has sanctioned aid for five centres in Kashmir and five centres 
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in Jammu- This includes motor transport, midwifery kits, drugs, 
instruments, hospital accessories, laboT atory and dental equiirrert 

etc. 

Primary Health Units 

There are 14 Primary Health Units provided with only one 
doctor per utiit for the present in the State- Some of the Primary 
Healty Units have teen converted to Primary Health Centres- 

Tuberc Jlosis 

Adequate attention has been paid to the expansion and 
improvement of Tuberculofiis hospitals and Sanatorias during the 
year. The bed strength of the T- B- Hospital at Srinagar has been 
raised from 150 to 190 and in the Jammu C D Hospital it has 
been raised from 50 to 130 Three T- B- Clin ics are in existence 
in Kashmir Province and two T. B- Clinics in Jammu Province- 
These clinics are provided with X-Ray and labs^ratory facilities- 
Each clinic is given an assistance of Rs- 50,f 00 in the shape of 
X-Ray and Laboratory equipment by the Central Government- 

Domicilliary treatment has also been organised by tbe Depart- 
ment for T- B. patients both in Jammu and in Kashmir- For 
rehabilitation of T B* patients, occupational therapists are provided 
and rehabilitation centres are also organised- 

Public Health 

On the public health side a nucleus organisation has been 
set up with the Civil Surgeon as the Public Health Officer of the 
Distcict and the Deputy Director as Public Health Officer of the 
Province At present two Epidemiologists control the vaccination 
staff under the immediate charge of the Deputy Directors of Health 
Services. Thers are two Epidemic Departments one in Kashmir 
and the other in Jammu which are looking after small pox vaccina- 
tion work and are also running organisations, such as Anti-Typhus 
Organisation in Kashmir and Malaria Eradication Programme in 
Jammu. The BCG and Anti-Venereal Disease Organisations are 
also a pirc of the public health activities of the Department 

Smallpox Eradication Programme has been Iaunche4 in this 
State during the year 1961*61- To begin with the Pilot Project 
Survey Schemes has been started in districts of Srinagar and 
Anantnag- 

B C, G Organisation 

The B C- G- Organisation functions for the prevention of 
Tuberculosis in the State. 

The Malaria Organisation has now been converted into an eradica- 
tion programme on the Central pattern. One more Unit has started func- 
tioning with effect from July, 1960. The Central Government has already 
provided motor transport, equipment and other essential commodities 
for this Organisation. A proper surveillance programme is being worked 
out to guard against growth of mosquitoes. 
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Typhus has completely been eradicated from the Province of 
Kashmir where it took a heavy toll of human life previously. There 
are only stray cases now which are being controlled by the State Epidemic 
Department under whose auspices the Anti-Typhus Organisation is 
functioning. Six centres are functioning in Kashmir. 

Family Planning Centre 

There are 9 Family Planning Centres functioning in the two Central 
Hospitals and 7 District Hospitals. In the Family Planning Centres* 
advice and treatment is provided for parents who want to check the ex- 
pansion of their families. One more Family Planning Centre 1 1 : s been 
established in the city of Srinagar with the Central assistance at Rattan 
Rani Hospital, Srinagar. A Family Planning Board has also been con- 
stituted under the chairmanship of the Health Minister. 

Medical College 

There were 66 students in the 2nd Year M.B,B.S. class on the rolls 
of the Medical College and 1 12 in first year M.B.B.S. class during the 
year under review. A new building is being put up for the Medical 
College within the premises of SMHS Hospital. At present tlie College 
is located in the Old Hospital building which has been reconditioned at a 
cost of nearly Rs. 5 to 6 lakhs. 

Trainees 

For ancillary medical personnel there are two training centres 
attached to the Central Hospital where Compounders, Nurses, N idwives, 
Dental, Laboratory and X-ray technicians, Sanitary Inspectors and Nurs- 
ing Orderlies etc. are trained. In the two centres there is a capacity of 40 
Compounders, 40 Nurses, 24 Laboratory and X-Ray and Dental T( clinicians. 
20 Sanitary Inspectors, 20 Midwives and 30 Nursing Orderlies who are 
trained annually in these in ditutions. To provide an incentive, stipends 
at the rate of Rs. 30/- per candidate are given to male candidates and Rs. 
50 to women candidates for training in Nursing Courses. 

Health Visitors Training School 

For Primary Health Centres, Family Planning Clinics, MCH and 
Maternity Centres, the services of Lady Health Visitors are very badly 
needed. A Lady Health Visitors Training School is functioning in sVinagar 
with a seating capacity of 10 to 15 candidates per year. 

Isolation Hospitals 

Two Isolation Hospitals, one at Srinagar and the other at Jammu 
have been established during the 2nd Five Year Plan. The Isolation Hos- 
pital at Srinagar has been fully equipped and improved and additional bed 
strength has also been provided. In Jammu Isolation Hospital accommoda- 
tion has been provided for 20 beds to begin with. Arrangements for putting 
up a new building are already afoot for this Hospital. 

Mental Hospital 

A 50 bedded Mental Hospital provided with all known facilities fo** 

treatment of mental patients and adequate accommodation, diet etc fo 

in-patients has been established in Srinagar. A Psychiatric Section ha 
been opened in Hospital. 
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Nursing Ho 




Special wards in Srinagar Hospital have been closed as these were 
of constant trouble and disturbance to the Hospital. Separate N rsr g 
Home with an ultimate bed strength of 25 has been seated in Srinagar 
at a cost of Rs. 0.70 lakhs. This Nursing Home has been provided with 

all facilities in the shape of X-Ray, Medical and Surgical treatmen an a 

patient has to choose his own physician or surgeon for his treatment. 


Indigenous System of Medicines 

Side by side with the expansion in the Allopathic and modern scienti- 
fic system, the i::digenous system of Ayurvedic and Unani systems received 
considerable impetus during the year under reference. The number of 
Ayurvedic and Unani dispensaries stood at 215. A separate Ayurvedic 
College is being established in Jammu and a separate Unani College in 
Kashmir. Dawasazes are now properly trained, and a board of examiners 
examines them after holding proper qualifying test. 12 Amchies 
present working in the District of Ladakh who are in receipt of a subsidy 
of Rs. 600 per annum and a drugs grant of Rs. 300 per annum.

EPIDEMIOLOGIST, JAMMU 


Cholera epidemic occurred in Kashmir during the year under report 
and 2,650 cc of cholera vaccine were sent to the Administrator, Municipal 
Corporation Srinagar. Exterine preventive measures were taken against 
cholera in the Province by the Department. Cholera check posts were 
open d at Lakhanpur, the Aerodrome, Banihal and other places of impor- 
tance including the city. Everybody was given anti-cholera vaccine. 
28,330 cc of cholera vaccine were distributed among the check posts. In 
addition 60,000 cc of cholera vaccine were sent each to the Civil Surgeon 
Jammu, Civil Surgeon Doda, Civil Surgeon Rajouri, Civil Surgeon 
Udhampur and Civil Surgeon Kathua. 

Smallpox 


Reports of the epidemic were received from various places of the 
Jammu Province. The Epidemiologist with the necessary staff and 
equipment went to visit the places and to arrest the spread of disease. 
Ihe mam places affected by the disease were some villages in Doda 
Kishtwar, Bhaderwah, Rajouri, R, S. Pura and Marmat. Mass vaccination 
was conducted in these areas andithe disease was brought under control.

Admiuistrative Set. up 

The Directorate of Industries and Commerce remained under the 
administrative control of Dr. M. Habibullah during the year under report. 
Ii. addition he also held tl c ch.arce of Drug Research Laboratories. 

Large and Medium Scale Industries and other Factories in the Public 
Sector 

The development ol large and medium scale industries received a 
considerable fillip in the Slate during the year under report. The Govern- 
ment finalised the schemes for esitiblishmcnt ol a factory for manufacture 
of eramics, a factory for manufacture of sanitary fittings and setting up 
of a 'eneer slicing plant. The Lrick and Tiles Factory, the construction 
work of which was started in the previous year, w-as almost completed 
during the year under review. 

The programme under this head comprises (a) development of 
existing industries namely, Drug Factories and Farms which w'ere started 
in the First Five Year Plan and (b) establishment of five new factories, 
riamely. Brick and Tiles Factory at Pampore ; Cement Factory at W%yan, 
Ceramics Factory at Kathua, Veneer and Slicing Factory at Pampore and 
Woollen Spinning Mills at Amda Kadal (Srinagar). 

Bricks and TilcS Factory, Pampore 

With a view to making bricks available to the consumers at reason- 
able rates, the Government has set up a mechanised plant capable of 
manufacturing 8 million bricks and one million roofing tiles per annum. 
The entire project will cost about Rs. 18.60 lakhs. 

Ceramics Factory, Kathua 

Order for the supply of the plant and machinery costing Rs. 8.52 
lakhs for the setting up of Ceramics Factory at Kathua were placed with a 
•'zechk firm. 

The project is being implemented in collaboration with M/s 
Aminchand Pyarelal and for this purpose a Joint Stock Company under the 
name and style of Kashmir Ceramics Ltd., has been incorporated. The 
Company will have an initial authorised capital of Rupees cne crore, 
the paid-up capital in the first instance being Rs. 50.00 lakhs. Forty-nine 
per cent promoters will subscribe 51 % shares. 

The work on the construction of factory building was started in 

1961. 

Veneer Slicing Plant 

The Factory is being set up at Pampore and will consume the 
locally available walnut wood for manufacture of veneers. For the 
purchase of machinery, orders have been placed with a firm in Czecho- 
slovakia and the machinery is expected to reach the site in the middle 
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of 1961. This project is being implemented with private participation in 
collaboration with M/s Sahujains Ltd. The work on the construction of 

the factory is in progress. 

Woollen Spinning Mills 

The Government is setting up a worsted spinning mill with a 
capacity of 1,200 spindles. The order for supply of the spindles plant was 
placed with a Japanese Firm and it was installed under the supervision of 
Japanese experts during the year under report. The building to house the 
machinery was also completed during the year 1960-61. The Factory 
will be provided with air conditioning equipment. 

The plant has the capacity of consuming 1 .20 lakhs lbs. of wool 
tops on three shift basis and shall produce 1. 12 lakh lbs. of finer types of 
yarn of 1/64 and 2, 64 counts and meet the requirements of the Raffal 

industry of the State to a certain extent. 

Drus Research Facturies and Farms 

At present the Drug Research Laboratory is engaged in the manu- 
facture of the following medicinal preparations and essential oils. 

1. Gelenicals. 

2. Tablets. 

3. Standardized extracts of Belladonna, Hyoscyannus and 
Dutura Stramonoium. 

4. Concentrated standardized extract of Pyrethreum. 

5. Ampoiles. 

6. Cedar Wood Oil, Calamus Oil, Peppermint Oil, Menthol and 
Castus Oil. 

7. Resincids of Castus and Valenan. 

8. Speclities like cough syrups, purgative tablets, vitamin elixirs, 
travel sickness tablets, antispasmodic preparations.

The Government Paints and Mineral Factory has started production 
of all types of stiff paints, R. M. and enamels, paints, varnishes and double 
boiled oils etc. Deteriorated walnut kernel oil has also been put into use 
instead of linseed oil. Attempts are made to manufacture quality 
varnishes and synthetic resins out of locally manufactured Rosin and 
Turpentine,

The Government Knitting Factory knits the goods mostly needed 
by the Police Department and the Arm^' 192 jerseys, socks, gloves, cap 
comforters, hosetops etc. and goods such as pullovers, mufflers, topas, 
ladys and gents cardigans, shawls, socks, woollen, cotton and nylon etc. 
are being produced for civil consumption. 

During the year 1960-61 total production of goods knitted in the 
Factory amounted to about Rs. 80,000 out of which over Rs. 60,000 were 
of Defence descriptions. The sales also amounted to over Rs. 80,000. 

The total number of workmen engaged during the year in the Factory 
both skilled and unskilled was 35 only. 

Government Pottery Factory Srinagar 

In order to meet the local demand for Kashmiri cups and to manu- 
facture porcelain ware the Government Pottery Factory was put into com- 
mission in the middle of 1959 and till the end of the year 1960-61 goods 
valuing Rs. 20,000 were produced and goods worth Rs. 16,000 sold. 

The Factory employs 27 workers per day. 

Government Surgical Instrument Factory 

The Factory was set up in the year 1956 with a view to manufacturing 
surgical instruments* Manufacture of iron beds, sterilizers, bailing cots, 

stands of wash basins, revolving tools patient’s trolly, was also taken into 
hand. 


The total value of goods produced in this Factory during the period 
under review was to the tune of Rs. 22,000 compared to production to the 
tune of Rs. 15,000 in the year 1959-60.

The year under report was more or IvSS steady in terms of sales.

The Emporium also entered into a competition sponsored by the 
same agency for its products which were judged both for quality and utility 
point of views and came out successful and earned rewards and certificates 
of merits particularly in all the lines it competed for. In the State Indus- 
trial Exhibition, Srinagar, in which the Emporium participates every year, 
it won gold medals and certificates of merits for its products against keen 

competition. 

During the year under report the main branches of the Emporium 
at Srinagar, Delhi and Bombay wtre renovated and given a face-lift and an 
amount of Rs. 40,000 for the purpose allotted under the Plan was utilized.

Management 

The administrative control of the Department continued under 
Mirza G. M. Beg, throughout the year. 

Seed production work 

During the year under report 634 maunds of sorted cocoons were 
consumed for seed production work and 51,66,849 maunds were isolated 
under various systems. The infection observed under microscopic examina- 
tion was 37.7 %, The total quantity of seed production during the year 
was 18,135 ozs. Besides 17,400 ozs. were imported from Japan for rearing 
in Kashmir. Hibernation of seed was conducted on usual lines. 

Mulberry Culture 

1,48,084 tall trees and 37,703 short stemmed plants were transplanted 
from various nurseries and planted in different Tehsils. An amount of 
Rs. 9.525 was paid for planting of short-stemmed trees. 

3.46.000 grafts and 60,000 seedlings were planted for raising tall 
trees in various nurseries located in different Tehsils. 

199 breach cases were compounded during the year under report. 
The amount realised on this account was Rs. 2,505.50. 

445 permits (both free and auction) in different Tehsils were issued 
for felling dry standing and removal of fallen mulberry trees on private 
or State lands. The amount realised on account of auction and sale was 
Rs. 1,324. 

33.000 ozs. of silkworm eggs, both foreign and local were distri- 
buted for rearing purposes in the Valley. The total crop produced was 
26,600 maunds which works out at an average of 32.2 seers per ounce of 
seed. 

Reeling Section 

The filatures worked for 236 days during the year against 192 days 
of the previous year. The total labour engaged in the filatures was 
3 50,380 during the year against 2,69,372 of the preN ious year and the total 
wages paid to the labour was Rs. 9,34,206.08 against Rs. 7,34,820.38 of 
the previous year. Total quantity of cocoons consumed in the filatures 
was 5,45,570 lbs. 9 ozs. against 4,69,985 lbs. 12 ozs. of the previous year. 
The out-turn of silk and silk waste was 1,50,077 lbs. and 1 ,69,271 lbs. 9 ozs. 
respectively. 

Basic Seed Station Mirgund 

The Basic Seed Station came into existence in 1959-60. Since 
then the Station has been trying to multiply seed prod uction to curtail 
the foreign supply of silkwo.m seed. During the year under report the 
Station muKiplied 600 DFL’s (500 supplied by the Ccmral Silk ork 
Seed Station Srinagar and 100 layings secured from races available fre n 
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the Station). The total production from these DFL’s was 51,152 DFL’s 
aeainst 25*^^^ ^ rrevious year. Besides, the station undertook ex- 

periments of rearing in summer and autumn and the results were satis- 
factory. The station made experiments in foreign varieties of mulberry 
trees in the farm, 

Matka Industry 

This industry was revived in July, 1960. The industry gave 
employment to 1.100 operatives who were generally women folk. They 
were paid wages at Rs. 4,87 per lb. The industry produced 4,800 lbs. of 

varn. 

Government Handloom 

The factory conducted sale of 1,36,600 yards of cloth at a cost of 
Rs. 5,65,192.00 and earned a profit of Rs. 22,400. This progress was due 
to the installation of new machinery and co-operation of labour. The

was issued to the Matka Industry and 672 lbs. to the Co-operative ...entre.

Over 115 centres functioned during the lean months in the .Vluffasils for 
issue of rations to towns, deficit pockets, Kandi areas, flood sufferers on 
non-statutory basis. The number of such centres is slightly reduced in 
winter months after the harvest. The distant hilly areas of Uri, Karnah, 
Reran, Gure^ and parts of Kishtwar were supplied with food-grains from 
the Departmental stocks. Besides this Frontier Province also was, as 
usual, supplied with food-grains etc.

Contagious and Infectious Diseases 


(a) Rinderpest 

3 79 387 preventive vaccinations against this disease vyere performed 
by five Rinderpest Control Parties run under the scheme for eradication 
of Rinderpest sponsored by the Government oi inoia. 


(b) Haemorrhagic Septicaemia 

126 outbreaks of the disease were reported 
and causing 214 deaths. 12,518 animals were inoculated and vaccin. .d 

against the disease. 

(c) Blackquarter 

74 outbreaks were reported involving 140 villages. 176 deaths 
were closed due ,o this diseL. 35,91 5 animals were inoculated against 

the disease. 

(d) Ranikhet disease

(e) Anthrax 

32 outbreaks of the disease were

201 outbreaks of the disease were recorded involving 354 villages 
and causing 34 deaths. 
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In all 3,78,234 inoculations and mass vaccinations were performed 
by the staff of both the provinces. 

Research work 

(a) Veterinary Disease Investigation Section 

The work done during the year under report by this section is given 
as under : — 

(i) Parasitic diseases 

Fasciolosis is common in Kashmir ^'ailey and Kathua District of 
Jammu Province. Dung samples collected fronj the field were examined 
in the Laboratories all the year round and result of the finding released to 
field staff for proper treatment of parasitic infections. 

A common disease locally named as Kirla in Basohli area of Kathua 
District w'as reported and measures to eradicate the disease were communi- 
cated to the farmers. 

Dicroceiliasis is highly common in District Doda. Carbon 
Tetrachloride was widely used for treatment of the disease. 

Schistosomiasis 

This disease was reported from village Lasan, Tehsil Badgam 
and the victimised animals were successfully treated. 

(ii) Virus disease 

The disease made its appearance in Kathua, Poonch, Baramulla 
Districts of the State and necessary measures to check it were taken. 

(iii) Bacterial and other diseases 

Fowl Cholera was reported from Anantnag District but on spot 
examination of the cattle by the Veterinary Disease Investigating Officer, 
the disease was not confirmed. However, this disease broke out only at 
the Government Poultry Farm, Cheshmashai. 

Anthrax 


The outbreak of this disease caused heavy mortality of sheep in 
District Doda and necessary measures to check it were taken. 

Blackquarter 


The occurrence of this disease was reported from Kishtwar Tehsil. 
ine infected area was closed to check the widespread of the disease 
The area was thoroughly disinfected and left open for grazing purposes. 

Tuberculosis 


at Dodl^ Interadermal Tuberculine tests were carried out 

oda, Bhaderwah and Kishtwar to confirm the existence of the disease, 
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but tiie tests gave negative results and no tuberculosis in animals was 
detected. 

Pasteurellosis Ovine 

A report about the continued mortalities of ewes and lambs in 
Anderwan Sheep Farm was attended by the Veterinary Disease Investi- 
sating Oificer, during May, 1960 and necessary material was collected for 
conducting microscopic and biological tests. The disease was confirmed 
and was controlled by taking necessary measures. 

The Central Laboratories at Srinagar and Jammu handled the 
following problems : — 

(i) About 0.013 lakhj^specimens were examined including speci- 
mens of milk, blood films, rine, morbid material collected by the held staff 
and dung samples during the year 1960-61. 

(ii) 3.11 lakh doses of R. K. D. vaccine was manufactured in the 
Laboratories during the year under report. The vaccine was distributed 
for distribution for vaccination of poultry in the field. 

(iii) During the year under report 67 biological tests were conducted 
in the laboratories for corihrmation of the infections. 

Material for microscopic tests and other research work was collected 
from slaughter houses. 'Pneumonia virus was used in the Sheep Breeding 
Farm Reasi to save the animals from the attack of Pneumonia. 


Cattle Breeding 

(a) Cattle Breeding Centres in the Field 

In all 30 bulls (23 Sindhi and 7 local) were stationed at various 
Cattle Breeding Centres in Kashmir Province for breeding purposes during 
the year under report. 26 Key V'illage Centres were being run by the 
NES Department during 1960-61; the local bulls located there were being 

maintained in the Panchayats. 

About 1,762 coverings were performed by the bulls and 750 births 
were recorded. 


104 bulls (102 Mariana and 2 Sindhi) were stationed in Jammu 
Province during the year under report. About 2,500 cows were 
covered by these bulls during the year under report. Some of the breeding 
bulls remained with village Panchayats and private agencies on premium 
basis for breeding purposes.

Gosadan 

During the period under report 34 animals were admitted to the 
Gosadan at Pangali in Jammu Province raising the total number of animals 
to 470, out of which one animal was put to auction, 45 died a natural 
death and 316 were treated for various ailments. 

Key Village 

In the three Key Village Blocks at Kathua, Bishnah and Jaurian 
in Jammu Province, comprising of six Key Village Centres, all the scrub 
bulls numbering 1,422 were castrated to render them unfit for breeding pur- 
poses, end the deficiency in this respect was met by artificial insemination. 

3 buff bulls and 42 Hariana bulls are stationed there. 9,621 cows 
were registered in the Key Village Centres, 11,837 animals were inoculated. 
1,530 calves were born by natural services of which 787 were male and 

743 female. 

Wild and Stray Cattle Breeding and Taming Scheme 

The scheme envisages to round up the maximum number of wild 
cattle in various parts of Jammu Province so that standing crop in the 
fields are not damaged. 

During the year under report 598 wild animals harmful to crops 
were caught out of which 71 were auctioned, 213 died, and 314 animals were 
housed at Cattle Pond at Satwari Cantt. area. 181 hides were obtained 
from the dead animals and auctioned. 

Poultry Development 
(a) Kashmir Province 

The Poultry Section continued to be attached to the Central Cattle 
Breeding Farm, Cheshmasliai during the year under report. The total 
number of eggs produced during the year was 12,883 and out of these 8,901 
eggs were sent for incubation, 262 eggs were sent to Central Cattle Breed- 
ing and Research Farm, Belicharana, for incubation. 2,690 eggs were sold 
for hatching and 161 eggs were sold as table. 

Out of the eggs sent for incubation 169 day old chicks were hatched. 

Against a stock position of 434 birds including ducks at the end of 
March, 1960, t!ic balance at the end of Marc’i, 1961 at State Poultry Farm, 
Cheshmashai was 519. 
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Poultry Demonstration Centre, Badgam remained functioning 
normally as usual, and one more Poultry Extension-n/m-Demonstration 
Centre was established at Umberhair (Ganderbal). 

(b) Jammu Province 

During the year 1960-61, 18,275 eggs were produced at the Farm and 
V ri 3 i s Centres out of which 7.475 were distributed for hatching and table 
purposes. The rest were placed in the incubator for hatching and 4,820 
chicks were hatched. 6.434 poultry birds and ducks were maintained at 
the State Poultry Farm throughout the year. About 3,198 birds were sold 
to the public and to various NES Blocks and to Manager, C. C. B. &. R. 
Farm, Cheshmashai. 48 cockrels were distributed on exchange basis 
in two villages for upgrading of local livestock. The poultry centre at 
Bhaderwah started functioning on 28th October, 1960. 

A poultry show was held in the Province to make the poultry farmers 
aware of the modern methods of poultry farming. 

407 eggs were placed in incubator on custom hatching system out 
of which 227 chicks were Ik tched. 4,428 birds of the farm were vaccinated 
against Ranikhet disease and 1,200 birds of the Farm were vaccinated 
against Fowl Cholera. ‘ GO birds and 300 birds of public breeders were 
vaccinated against RanikTet and Fowl Cholera respectively free of cost. 
Three persons were given training of poultry management for one month 
each, free of charge. 

Three temporary pens were constructed at the tarm to house the 
duckling. 

Rinderpest Eradication 

Wide areas were covered for vaccination of adult cattle and 
buffaloes with a view to control the incidence of the disease in the State. 

In all 3.79 lakh vaccinations were conducted during the period 
1960-61 as against the target of 3.50 lakhs. 2,218 villages were \isited by 
the vaccinating staff for this purpose. 

In Jammu Province the entire border area extending from Kathua 
to Poonch Tehsils, Basohli except Bonni area, Billawar, Ramuagar (except 
Dudo Basantgarh) and Ddhampur Tehsils have been covered. 

Vaccine supply and storage 

In order to supply the vaccine to the parties one storing centre at 
Jammu and one sub-centre at Srinagar was established. 

No outbreak of the disease was reported during the year under 

report.

907 villages of the province were visited by officials of t’.iC Departiuent 
during the year under report in connection with the control of contagious

of animals etc. Livestock shows were held at R. S. Pora, Ramnagar 
Tharree, Kathua and Pallanwalla where modern methods of breeding 
and feeding of cattle^ artiiicial inseminationj aim of Oosadan etc. etc. were 
brought home to the people through distribution of pamphlets and posters 
etc.

Three one-day cattle shows in connection with celebration of 
Gosamvardhana Week were held at Ganderbal, Tral and Handwara. 

To control the outbreak of contagious diseases in various villages, 
treatment work and castrations in remote areas, examination of medico- 
legal cases and propaganda work was done by the Department. 

The technical stalf of the Department was also engaged in checkins 
the spread of African Horse Sickness in the Province. ® 


Dining the year under report, pamphlets and posters were distri- 
buted among the masses in which better and modern methods of brcvdiim 
and feeding of animals etc. were explained to them in detail. At the 
Industrial Exhibition Grounds Srinagar one Animal Husbandry Stall was 
opened as usual. As a mark of implementation of the Milk Supply 
Scheme, Srinagar, a Milk Bar was opened with the Animal Husbandry 
Stall in the Exhibition Grounds.

Mr. D. N. Kaul continued to be in charge of the Sheep Breeding and 
Sheep Development Department throughout tlie year under report. 

Budget Grant 

A provision of Rs. 1,49,500 under normal and Rs. 92,530 under 
Plan Budget was made during the year for sheep and wool work. 

Grazing Lands 

The grazing areas of all Sheep Breeding Farms continued to 
remain undemarcated with the result that the live-stock was able 
to get the best of highland grazing and was open to infection from 
private breeders. 

Shows and Pablicitv 

The Department participated in the National Argriculture Fair, 
Calcutta, where exhibits depicting the progress made in res arch and 
development in sheep and wool work was vividly displayed. 

At the industrial exhibitions at Srinagar, the Kashmir Marino sheep 
produced in the State were shown to the visitors. 

Sheep shows were held in three Sheep Development Centres of Kash- 
mir i. e. Beerwah, Khag and Rawalpora, where cash prizes amounting to 
Rs. 600 were awarded to the w inners of difterent grades and types of sheep. 

Three other similar sheep sltows were held in Jammu Province 
at Bhaderwah, Reasi and Jasrota for migratory breeders where cash prizes 
amounting to Rs. 1,200 were awarded to winners of different grades and 
types of sheep.

Wool Kesearch Laboratory 

During the year 6,846 different wool samples were examined in the 
Wool Research Laboratory for their fibre length, fibre diameter, coefficient 
of variation in diameter, hairyness or medulation, scouring loss, crimp 
and denisty of the fibres so as to get the correct assessment of improve- 
ment achieved by diflerent lines of breeding in different generations and ai 

different ages. 

Distribution of Improved Crossbred Ram 

56 improved Kashmir Merino and Rambouillet crossbred rams 
were issued during the year to supplement the breeding rams already 
existing in the Sheep Development Lnits. At the close of the year 219 rams 
were existing in these units. These rams have become very popular with 

the breeders. 

Besides the rams in the Sheep Development Units there are about 
100 more rams, in Animal Husbandry Units and Sub-Units Sonawari Block 
and other breeders not covered by the 16 Sheep Development Units. 

Improved Progeny Born

Agricultural Credit and Service Co-operatives 

At the commencement .of the year under report there were 547 
rural Co-operatives of multipurpose pattern in the State and during the 
year under review 78 new such Co-operatives were organized raising the 
number to 625. Besides these there are 745 old Credit Co-operatives with 
unlimited liability. These have been dormant since a decade and are in 
the process of merger with the Credit Co-operatives of multipurpose pattern 
functioning ^within their area of operation. 

Coverage 

. ♦ • • • 

Out of 3^252 villages in Kashmir 2,996 are covered by Credit 
Co-opefalives of multipurpose pattern, 'In Jarhmu 1,779 villages out of 
3,061 are covered. Afout 62% of rural families in Kashmir and. about 
17% of ^rurah families in Jamrnu are represented on the Service Co- 
operatives on the basis of population figures of 1951. The Co-operative 
mcde of organization has been extended to Ladakh also and a Service 
Co-operative, .a. ConsumerNStore. and a Labour Co-operative of Tib tian 
refugees have been organized at Leh.

During the year under report Rs. 1 . 8 crores were made as Short 
Term Loans to agriculturists against Rs. 64.50 lakhs made last vear. In 
addition Rs. 6.60 lakhs were advanced as Fertilizer Loans, which i*- about 
25% of the total credit requirement. The value of the agricultural commo- 
dities including fruits and walnuts received in repayment of loan during the 
year under review was Rs. 87 lakhs. 

Medium Term Loan 

No Medium Term Lean was made by Service Co-operatives during 
the year because the Co^p ratives had not sufficient funds available for 
investment in Medium ierm Loans. During the period under review 
56,348 maunds of Fertflizer valuing Rs. 10.90 lakhs and 15,000 maunds 
of seeds were distributed by the Service Societies to farmers. Basic 
consumer goods like salt, kerosene oil, sugar etc., of the value of Rs. 89 
lakhs were also sold to members during the year. 

Marketing 

During the year under review agricultural produce of the value of 
Rs. 89.91 lakhs was received by Co-operatives in repayment of loans 
against the total amount of loan of Rs. 1.08 lakhs advanced during the 
year, which indicates that rbout 80% of the loans made have been repaid 
in kind. Paddy and maize is delivered by Multipurpose Co-operative 
Societies direct to the Food Department at the nearest receiving Centre 
and other agricultural commodities such as wheat, pulses, fruits, walnuts, 
almonds, ghee etc. passed on by Multipurpose Societies to Marketing 
Societies with which they are affiliated. At the commencement of the 
year under report there were 36 Marketing Societies and during the year 
2 new Marketing Societies w ere organized raising the number to 38 at the 
close of the year. Rs. 30, COO were provided as share contribution and 
Rs. 3,000 as subsidy for staff to 3 Marketing Societies. The Second Plan 
target of organizing 29 Marketing Societies was thus exceeded. 

The Marketing Societies are federated into Provincial Marketing 
and Supply Societies which enable the constituents to market their goods 
in the State and outside, i hey generally deal in fruits, walnuts, almonds, 
pulses, ghee etc. During the year under review these commodities of the 
value of Rs. 8.26 lakhs were marketed through these Societies. They 
also supplied fertilizer and seeds of the value of Rs. 8,81,000 and basic 
consumer goods such as salt, sugar, kerosene oil of the value of 
Rs. 57,38,000 to their constituents. 

Besides 38 Marketing Societies dealing in multiple commodities 
referred to above there were following single commodity Marketing 
Societies in operation ; 

Fishermen’s Cc-apei alive Society 


The membership of the Fishermen's Co-operative Society has more 
than double after its revitalization in January, 1960, During the last two 
seasons of its revitalization it has marketed over 2,000 maunds of fish. 
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Out of about 600 fishermen of the Wular lake over 60 /„ are registered 
members of the Society. 


Milk Supply Societies 

There are 3 Milk Supply Societies in the State, one at Jammu 
and the other two at Sopore and Kulgam in Kashmh. The Society orgamz- 
ed at Sopore has not started functioning as yet. The Milk Supply Society 
at Kulgam had a membership of 169 during the year under report as 
against a membership of 88 during 1955. The Milk Supply Society of 
jfmmu, organized in the year 1959-60 with a membership ot 77 had 

membership of 160 during the year under report. The Society received 

milk from members and supplied it to Army. During the “''der 

review the Society received and sold milk of the value of Rs. . ,94,000 and 

Rs. 6,76,000 respectively. 


Siffion Growers Society 

The membership and the Share Capital of the Society stood at 493 
and Rs. 16,440 respectively during the year under report. The Govern- 
ment provided a subsidy of Rs. 5,000 to the Society. The Society has about 

12,000 tolas saffron in stock for sale. 


Seed Growers Co-operative Society

Administraiive Set-up 


The Department was placed under the administrative and technical 
control of Shri D. R. S. Mehta, who functioned as Director and whose 
services were secured from the Geological Survey of India.

Field Work 

This organisation carried out substantial field work during the 
year under report, the details of which are as follows : 

(i) Investigation of China clay, Fire clay, Ball clay etc. in the 
Ladda (Jangalgali) coalfield area, in the Jammu JTovince for the proposed 
Ceramic Factory at Jammu was taken up. 

(ii) Detailed investigation of China clay deposits in the Muttal 
Lain area (Jangalgali) in addition to Ladda area was taken along with the 
investigation of refractory clays. The activities relating to geological 
investigation in this area were intensified and work was extended to the 
Katra area. Investigation ot China clay deposits at Kunian Pattal was also 
taken up and completed by the end of the year under report. 

(iii) Investigation of limestone and clay deposits near Khonmuh 
in Kashmir, to serve as raw material for the Cement Factory was taken up. 
The analysis results of the samples of limestone collected from the vicinity 
of Khonmuh showed that this limestone was not suitable for cement manu- 
facture. The investigation was, therefore, shifted to Wuyan area.

The total budget provision under the head Industries & Supplies- 
Deduct Working Expenses on account of “D-Coal Scheme” was 
Rs. 4,000. The expenditure during the year stood at Rs. ;E675. 

Receipts 

The Revenue from mining lignite registered decrease and stood at 
Rs. 1,57,420.88 as against original estimate of Rs. 7,00,000. 

The revenue under the head XXXII Industries and Supplies D-Coal 
Scheme, which consists of departmental revenue on the production of coal 
for the first half of the year 1960-61 was about Rs. 35,000. The revised 
estimates were accordingly estimated to be Rs. 70,000 as against the original 
estimates of Rs. 20,800. 

There was considerable intensification in the mining activities at 
Kalakot Ccxal Mines as a result of whicli the coal production registered 
appreciable increase after the first half of the year under report and the 
revenue receipts under this head rose to Rs. 1,50,054.63 from Rs. 70,000. 

Miscellaneous 

(i) A study and proper classification of over 2,000 specimens of 
rocks and minerals was made. The specimens were also tested by a Geiger 
Counter for any clues to radioactive deposits. A pavilion was organised by 
the Directorate in the Industrial Exhibition, Srinagar bringing out the 
mineral potentialities of the J & K State. 

(ii) One Geological Assistant was deputed to join the field training 
course at Calcutta under the programme sponsored by G. S. I. The training 
course lasted for 2^ months. 

(iii) A large number of samples of various minerals collected from 
different places of geological interest were forwarded to different labora- 
tories in India and abroad for necessary tests. 

(iv) A field party was deputed in second half of the month of March, 
1961 to collect 5 tons of lignite sample from Nichahama lignite fields for 
despatch to the Director, Central Fuel Research Institute, Ranchi to conduct 
tests for manufacturing briquettes of the lignite for use as domestic fuel.

Administrative Control 

The charge of the Department was held by Sheikh Ghulam Rasool 
during the year undei review. 

Land 

Although the allotment of land has almost been made to all the 
refugees of the non-liberated area of the J & K State, yet in some cases 
deficiency in land unit exists and in some cases refugees employed in Mili- 
tary who could not get land are now being given lands. During the year 
under report, 152 families of the non-liberated area were given 1,288 kaiials 
of land and 146 families were allotted 3,504 kanals of land for making up 
of deficiency in land. Besides this, 23 families were given 562 kanals of land 
in exchange. In addition to the above allotment of land, making up of 
deficiencies has also been made by Tehsildars. 


Hutment Grant 

In all 8,780 families were entitled to the payment of hutment grant, 
but in the first phase only Rs. 4,00,000 were sanctioned for 4,000 families 
who were living at concentration places. Afterwards another amount 
of Rs. 4,20,000 was sanctioned. Out of this amount of Rs. 3,52,600 have 
been disbursed to 3,526 families during the year under review. 

Jammu Colony 

Out of 1,450 quarters 1,177 were allotted in the previous years and 
out of the remaining 273 quarters 173 have been allotted to 125 families 
during the year under report and remaining 100 quarters have been reserved 
for border refugees. Out of 550 plots proposed to be made on the request 
of refugees, 50 plots have so far been allotted to 31 families. 


Border Loan 


Out of remaining balance of Rs. 25,00,000 out of Rs. 60 lacs alio ted 
by the Government of India Rs. 8 lacs were released during the year under 
report and out of this amount Rs. 7,08,532 have been distributed to 7,176 

raids-affected families. 

Ex-Gratia Grant 

A scheme to give ax.gmtia grant to the refugees of the State was 
announced in Feb., 1960 to settle the claims of the refugees of non-liberated 
areas of the State. It was decided to give the following assistance to the 

refugees: 

(a) Families settled on agricultural land will be given relief in the 
form of the complete remission of loans where such loans are Rs. 1,000 
or less. Families which have received loans less than Rs. 1,000 will be given 
the balance in cash to make up the difference between the loan already given 

and Rs. 1,000. 
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(b) Agricultural I'ainilics settled on laud who have recciveil no 
loans will be made an ex gratia grant payment of Rs. 1,000 in cash. 


(c) In the case ol families settled elsewhere than on land tiie 
ex grafitt payment will be made at the rate of Rs. 3,500 per family minus 
public dues, which will include any unpaid instalments of loans and intere.>t 

thereon, arrears of rent cost of ailotable property etc.

The ex gratia grant will be payable in the case of urban raniilies only 
to such families whose present income is Rs. 150 per month or less. Where 
the income is more than Rs. 150 per month relief will be limited to remission 
of any such due»s from the family in the .‘'hai)c of unpaid loans and 
interest up to a max’mum of Rs. .>,5tM:i.

Aid to Ddsarring, Poor and Destitute Students 


Tlie amount of Rs. 5,000 provided in the Budget during the 
yeap under rep )rt for aid to students for text books and stationery 
articles hive bicn distributed in 31 schools of the Jammu Province 
and 236 students were provided this help direct by this Department. 

Relief 

During the year under report a sum of Rs. 2,00,000 was 
provided for grant of relief and has been operated by the Custodian- 
CM/w-Provincial Rehabilitation Office. 
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emergency relief organisation, kashmir 

Fire has been the main natural calamity responsible for loss during 
the vearlinder report, though minor damages and a few deaths have also 
been Suid by heavy rains, heavy snowfall, lightening, ha, storm, drowning 
in river, landslide and bursting of an unexploded shell. 

Anantnag District suffered worst of all, as its estimated loss was 
Rs. 46 lakhs whfch included loss of Rs. 43 l^khs caused by fire m Tune, ^961 . 
Next comes Srinagar District with an estimated loss of Rs. 9 lakhs, 
mulla stands third with an estimated loss of Rs. 2 lakhs. 


Against the budget provision of Rs. 10 lakhs under relief grant an 
additional amount of Rs. 10 lakhs was also provided during the year for 
payment of relief to the fire sufferers of Anantnag (June 1961) and supplying 
them free timber. Thus out of the total provision of Rs. 20 lakhs an 
amount of Rs. 16 lakhs was paid on account of gratuitous rehef to the 
sufferers from natural calamities of various dis^icts and an on account 
payment of Rs. 3 lakhs was made to the Forest Department for supply of 
free timber to the fire sufferers of Anantnag. Blankets costing Rs. 28,820.00 
were also supplied free of cost to these sufferers. 


Besides an amount of Rs. 48,000 was spent on the maintenance 
of Tibetan Refugees in Id-Gah Camp at Srinagar. Rs. 21,000 were 
utilized through this office on various relief measures and the unutilized 
balance of Rs 2,000 was surrendered to the Government. 


About 150 relief cases which were beyond the competence of the 
Deputy Commissioners, were received and settled by this office during the 

year under report. 

Reimbursement claim in respect of an expenditure of Rs. 180.29 
lakhs on account of gratuitous relief and flood restoration works from 
1957-58 to end of March, 1961 was referred to the Government of India. 
It has not yet been finally settled. 

Donations amounting to Rs. 29,804 . 00 and Rs. 1 14 . 1 1 were received 
during the year for ‘Anantnag Fire Relief Fund’ and ‘Jammu and Kashmir 
Relief Fund’ respectively. An amount of Rs. 10,000.00 was paid by debit 
to Anantnag Fire Relief Fund to the Deputy Commissioner, Anantnag 
for effecting improvements in the newly built colony at Anantnag.

Main Activities 

The Custodian undertook fiCQuent tours to look to Evacuee Property 
throughout the province during the year under report. The main activi- 
ties ot the Department were (1) evicting unauthorised possessors of 
evacuee property (2) detecting the concealed evacuee property and (3) 
recovery of arrear rent from tenants. 

Income and Expenditure 

The income received during the year was of the order of 
Rs. 1,75,502 and against this an expenditure of Rs. 1,16,818.62 was incurred 
on the proper mainten ince etc. of the Department. 

Disposal of Claims etc. 

About 26 properties were declared and notified as evacuee property 
out of six claims filed under Section 8 of the Evacuee Property Act. Three 
claims were decided during the year.

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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT 

During the year 1960-61 steps were taken for enacting the necessary 
State legislation on standardising weights and measures in accordance with 
the metric system. The Weights and Measures (Enforcement) Act was 
passed in the Budget Session of the Legislature. 

For a successful introduction of the metric system it is essential to 
jpopularise the system amongst the public, particularly the traders. Accord- 
ngly a publicity campaign has been taken in hr.nd. A survey of shops and 
commercial establishment is under way. The Government of f^ia have 
applied the provisions of the Standard of Weights and Measures Act in so 
far as they relate to weights throughout the State, and so far they relate to 
measures to some selected undertakings, from 1st April. 1961. Old weights 
and measures hitherto in use will remain in use for two years in the former, 
and one year in the latter case.

Revenues realized 

The total revenue realized during the year under report 
amounts to Rs. 1 ,04, SO, 652. 00. This includes an amount of 

Rs. 1,02.47,960 on account of Road Toll, collected by the Excise and 

Taxation Department. 

Expenditure 


The tc^tal expenditure during the year under report amounted 
to Ks. 2,37,15,220 w hic li caused a saving of Rs. 4,64,744. The 
main reasons for this are the non-availability of the controHed materials 
such as cement and i?on. Unusual weather conditions also proved' a 
bottleneck in the smoooth execution of the works to some extent. 


The expenditure on original works, maintenance and Plan works 
and other Departmental vorks iiieludiiig I'v^ational Highway amounted to 
Rs. 2,37, 1 0. 1 <xpendit 111 e on establishment on civil side amounted 

to Rs. 2,27,391 and on Plan side Rs. 4,04,080. 


The expenditure on N^ational Highway Works amounted to 
Rs. 28,50,751. After accounting for this expenditure incurred on National 
Highway \Vorks, the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 2,37,15.220

FLOOD CONTROL DEPARTMENT 


Charge 

Shri P. N. Kumra continued to bold the charge of the Department 
as Chief Engineer Flood Control for the year under review. 

Allotment of Funds and Expenditure 

The original grant sanctioned for this Department was Rs. 85.00 
lakhs. After considering the demands of other two Irrigiation Depart- 
ments, the grant was reduced by Rs. lO CO lakhs making it as Rs. 75.00 
lakhs including Establishment for which an amount of Rs. 4.09 lakhs 
was earmarked within the grant. The revised estimates were adopted as 
Rs. 67.46 lakhs for works connected with the widening and deepening of 
Outfall Channel and Rs. 4.31 lakhs for Establishment of the Department. 

For survey works other than Outfall Channel both for Jammu and 
Kashmir Provinces and Observations of Gauge and Discharge and 
establishment of Research Laboratories at various places, an amount 
of Rs. 3.12 lakhs was separately allotted as a supplementary grant. 

At the fag end of the year an amount of Rs. 4.00 lakhs was 
offered for surrenders under Major Head — 68.

Construction of Flood Protection Works 


The Flood Investigation Division, Jammu constructed a cross bund 
for closure of creaks near Niki Tawi. The estimated cost of the work was 
Rs. 11,800. 

(b) Kashmir Province 

Surveys and Investigations 

During the year under report surveys and investigations were done 
mainly in respect of the project of widening and deepening of the 
Outfall Channel. In the reach down stream of Pohru confluence investi- 
gations revealed that 22 Cft. was the most feasible a 4 id economical depth 
for the Outfall Channel. Studies regarding the possibility of diverting 
the winter supplies below Baramulla for rendering the Channel dry and 
facilitating the excavation of big boulders were conducted. The first 
attempt towards this problem was to divert winter supplies through a 
25' to 30' diameter tunnel on the left bank of Jehlum taking off near I 500 

ft. below Baramulla bridge and joining the river at about 24,500 below 
Baramulla. 

Considerable work was done in working out the economics etc. of 
such a tunnel and finally it was abandoned due to its high cost on account 
of clay bunds and considerable time involv^ed in executing such a tunnel. 
The second and probably the only alternative was diverting winter supplies 
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on the light bunk thiougii the Sk1l‘ CTlitijincl. T.iic prcblem Ins bee 

studied in details and the Depaument has ceme to the coiicliisinn fh it 
the construction of such a Channel is feasible.

Discharge Orpanisation 

The Discharge Sub-Division was transferred from Kashmir Irri- 
gation Department to this Department in the month of July, 1960, This 
Organisation is concerned with the discharge observations of various 
tributaries of Jhelura and the river Jhelum at some important sites. 
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The Sub-Division also collects and consolidates rainfall data. 

Rain guages have been installed at different places and readings have been 
noted and printed. 


During the year under review, the Sub-Division attended to the 
follov^ing works : — 

(Ij Eight river guages were installed at the various places in upper 
catchment and put to commission. 


(^) 1^ streams-gauges were installed at various tributaries and 

at some important places along Supplementary Channel. 

(3) Vertical gauges in river Jhelum numbering 11 were converted 
to sloping guages to avoid damages to gauges because of floods and 

navigations. Pitching and dry rubble stone-stairs were also constructed 
near these vertical guages.

In accordance with the contract for two Ellicit 12" Dredges placed 
with M/s Ellicot Machine Corp. through Blackwood Hodge (India) Private 
Ltd., the Corporation had offered that a representative of the Department 
would be given free training in U.S.A. in working and assembling of 
Dredges. Shri S.A. Drabu Assistant Engineer (Mech) Pampore was 
selected for this purpose. Shri Drabu proceeded to U.S.A. in January, 
1966 and returned in the month of May, 1961. 

Execution of Works of Outfall Channel 


(I) Shoal Cutting 

Shoals big and small exist at numerous places in the river bed and 
are conspicoiis when water level is low. To remove shoals from the river 
bed especially those in the Outfall Channel an estimate for Rs. 8.0 lakhs 
was framed by Kashmir Irrigation Department, and was approved by the 
Government. The work was taken in hand by the Irrigation Department 
and some shoals removed. After the establishment of this Department, 
the work was resumed and shoals removing wcr;k in 38 different places 
was done. This involved excavation of about 50.0 lakhs eft. of earth. 
An expenditure of Rs. 3,32,198 was incurred on this work during the year 
under report. 


Removal of Sopore Stone Bar 


of old 


A dry stone b.ir 350 ft. in l:ngth exists about 100 ft. down stream 
Sepore Bridge. This was a great obstacle to the free flow of water. 
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Tn order to remove the stone bar a ring hand was put in one third part 
cf the river width by bags filled with sand and earth. For dewatering 
purposes as many as eight pumps were put into commission. Jhe total 
nuantity of stones removed during the year under report was 10,000 ctt. 
with 7,000 eft. of slush. An expenditure of Rs. 40,389 was incurred by 

the Department on this work. 

Excavation of Heavy Be uiders -between Baramulla to Khadanyar 


There are a large number of big boulders in the reach between 
Baramulla to Khadanyar which form an obstacle in the free flow of water. 
Some 25,000 eft. of these boulders were removed from the mere bed and 

sides after blasting and jumper work. 


Excavation Work of Khadanyar Gorge 


Huge and heavy boulders are found in a large number near 
Khadanyar gorge. Attempts were made to remove as many boulders as 

possible. During winter season when water level was , 

lakh eft. of boulders were removed by blasting and jumper work trom 

bed. 

Excavation Work below Khadanyar Gorge 


The excavation work of about 500 ft. length cf the Outfall Channel 
below Khadanyar Gorge was taken in hand when water level in the 
river was low. In about 1^ months about 105 lakhs eft. were excavated. 


Flood Protection Work Vodhpora 


At Vodhpora village which is situated on the left bank 
Pohru, the river is constantly eroding its banks which is a danger e 
safety of the village and also to the main Sopoie-Kupwara Roa . n 
order to overcome the danger a flood protection work at Vodhpora was 
executed by constructing stone pitching with suitable apron for a length 
of 1,200 feet during the year under report, at a cost of Rs. 82,386. 


Stabilization of Nullahs 

There are some small steep hill torrents flowing into the Outfall 
Channel. These torrents drain the hilly slopes and have smaH catch men t<^. 
As soon as it rains, water rushes down these torrents and brings down 
huge quantities of detritus material like sand, shingle and boulders in 
the main Outfall Channel. The Channel cannot transport this materiel 
and as such it causes formation of shoals and bars. These have become 
an obstacle in the free flow of water. 

It is found necesst ry to drein these Ncdlahs to prevent detritions 
coming into the river. 
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The Nallahs are to be provided with arrestors of cylinderical crates 
of T. Wire 4 ft. to 5 ft. in diameter. Guide bunds of dry stone walls are 
also to be constructed both U/S and D/S of these arrestors for considerable 
lengths. 

Draining of Khadanyar Nallah and Hajibal Nallah was taken into 
hand during the year under report, involving a cost of Rs. 44,000.

(ii) Middle Income Group Housing Scheme. 

(iii) House Building Advance. 

1. Low Income Group Housing Scheme 

Under this scheme, the Low Paid Government servants were granted 
loans for construction of thier houses either on the plots allotted to them 
by the Housing Department in the housing colonies or on thier own plots 
within the municipal limits of Jammu and Srinagar cities. The total 
amount of loan thus advanced during the year was as under :

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2. Middle Income Group Housing Scheme 

Government servants whose annual pay exceeded Rs. 4,800 were 
benefited under this scheme and they v/erc granted loan for construction 
of their houses either on the plots allotted to them by the Government 
or on their own plots. Total amount granted to the loanees during the 
year under repot was Rs. 3,93,500 and 25 houses were completed. 

3. House Building Advance 

The House Building Advance was continued to be granted to both 
Low and Middle Income Group Employees equal to their one year’s and 
1/2 year’s substantive pay for construction and repairs of their houses 
respectively both in urban and rural areas of the State. During the year 
under report a total loan of Rs. 1.90 lakhs was disbursed for construction

The Department attended to the entertainment of V. I. Ps and 
other high ranking officers who were ordered to be treated as State Guests 
by the Government. The Department also made the furnishing arrange- 
ments such as pitching of Shamianas, Farsh etc. including entertainment 
of almost all State functions held in Kashmir and for other Government 
parties such as “At Home” dinners etc. given in honour of V. L Ps and 
other functions. The Department also arranged pitching of Shamianas, 
tents, Farsh and furniture at such places and institutions as were visited 

by the Sadar-i-Riyasat and the Prime Minister on their official tours in 
Kashmir. 


During the year under report the charge of Dachigam Rakh was 

transferred from the Forest Department (Game Branch) to the Tawaz-i 

Department Kashmir in December, 1960. The Department got the 

motor road leading from Harwan to Draphama and also up to Pahlioora 

repaired during the year. The fallen retaining wall at Lallichhama near 

Draphama which had blocked the road, was also got reconstructed and 
the road cleared for traffic.

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SOCIAL WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


The Social Welfare Departmenl continued functioning fcr the 
Welfare of Backward Classes, Scheduled Castes, destitute women and 
beggars during the year under report. The Department remained under 
the Administrative control of Shri Shamas-ud-Din (up to September, 1960), 
Shri Assadullah Mir (up to end of December, 1960) and then again under 
Shri Shamas-ud-Din as Minister-in-Charge and Bhagat Chhajju Ram, 
Minister of State. Shri Bhagat Mangal Ram held the charge of 
Secretary to Government Social Welfare Department as well as Head of 
the Department till September, I960 when a separate post of Director of 
Social Welfare was created and S. Teja Singh was appointed as the 
Director. 

The details of various schemes implemented by the Department 
during the year under report are as follows : — 

Education 

For the educatioiu.l advancement of the scheduled castes and other 
backward classes stipends and subsidies for purchase of books, clothes 
etc. to the e.xtent of Rs. 2.32 lakhs were granted to 9,712 poor and deserv- 
ing students reading in pre-matric and technical classes. Scholarships 
were sanctioned in favour of 336 post-matric sutdents belonging to scheduled 
castes and other backward classes as recognised by the Government 
of India. 


Besides maintenance of two boarding houses at R. S. Pura and 
Jammu, the construction of a boarding house at Kathua was completed 
and the one at Bhaderwali, taken in hand in 1959-60, remained in progress. 
Construction of a boarding house at Udhampur was also taken in hand 
during the year under report. 

Settlement on Land 


Out of the sanctioned provisions of Rs. O.oO lakhs Rs. 0.47 lakhs 
were disbursed as subsidy to the poor and needy peasants of Scheduled 
Castes and other backward classes with a view to enable them to purchase 
bullocks, seeds and fertilizers. 


Cottage Industries Training-r///;?-Productioii Centres 

Besides maintenance of 4 Cottage Industries Training-r/z/n- 
Production Centres set up during the previous years two more Cottage 
Industry Centres were set up, one each at Bhaderwah and Tangdara for 
imparting training in Carpentry and Wood Work. Stipends at Rs. 10 per 
month per head were granted' to deserving trainees in these centres. 

Housing 

Rs. 2,42,000 were spent on grant of subsidy to deserving and poor 
persons of Scheduled ('astes for construction of houses for their residential 
purposes or for execution of repairs as well const n otion ot a colony of 16 
houses at Srinagar. Besides, under the Centrally sponsored scheme 
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Rs. 6.35 lakhs and Rs. 3.15 lakhs were distributed among 1,847 families 
of scheduled castes and 754 families belonging to the nomadic section 
of other backward classes (e.g., Bazigars, Gujjars, Bakarwals etc.) respecti- 
vely for the construction and completion of houses by them for their 
residential purposes. 

Drinking Water Supply 

Rs. 0.18 lakhs were spent on the construction of new wells, Ponds. 
springs etc. and maintenance of and repairs to existing 
Illaqas predominantly inhabited by backward classes and where i 

is scarcity of drinking water. 

Health and Sanitation 

A dispensary at Sallar (Kashmir Province) was 
welfare of backward classes. Moreover, medicines were distribu e r 
of cosi to these classes through the Community Centre and the dispensary. 

Community and Social Welfare Centres 

Seventeen Community Centres and 10 Social Welfare 
up at various places during the previous years were maintain^, csi es 
one more Community Centre was established at Dudu Basan^gari 
(Ramnagar). At these centres Balwadi classes are held for the children. 
Craft classes are also held for training in knitting, embioidery an 
tailoring for the benefit of women of backward classes. 

The two Advisory Boards previously constituted separately for 
scheduled castes and other backward classes were amalgamated iiyo 
one Board. Meetings of this Board were held to discuss matters per am 
ing to the implementation of various schemes for the welfaie of these 
classes. 

Social Welfare and Moral Hygiene 

Two Beggars Homes and two Homes for Destitute Women (one 
each at Jammu and Srinagar) established during the previous year conu- 
nued functioning. These Homes besides providing food and shelter to the 
old, physically handicaped persons and destitute women, also trained them 
in various crafts e.g., chick making and ‘taat’ making in Beggars Home 
and tailoring, knitting etc. in Destitute Women’s Home.

1. Kathiia Canal. — The canal was opened to irrigation during 
the year under report. In addition to the main canal distributaries 
Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 were also completed. This canal has 
since irrigated about 7,500 acres in Kharif, 1961. 

2. Neio Prat op Canal. — All the masonry works (including cross 
drainage works) in ihe first 12 miles which were left incomplete or not 
started in the previous year were completed during the year under 
report. Distributaries Nos. 1,2, 3, 4, 5,6 and 6A (Minor) and direct 
outlets at RD, 21 0 and 12/0 were also completed. Besides earthwork 
excavation of mile 1st was mostly completed.

(iv) Pipes worth Rs. 40,375 were purchased for extension of 
Water Supply Scheme, Bhaderwah. 

(vi Construction of sedimentation tanks and filter tanks and 
filter beds for Doda Water Supply was also undertaken and the work 
remained in progress. 

(vi) Installation of 54 hand pumps in R. S. Pura area was 
also taken in hand and the work was almost complete 1. 


4. Minor Irrigation Schemes The following minor irrigation 
schemes were undertaken by the Department during the year under 
report.

Publicity 

To publicise the beauty spots of the State, advertising at 
home and abroad was conducted through the Directorate o 
Advertising and Visual Publicitiy, fvoverninent of India. 

Tourist Reception Centre, Srinagar 

The Tourist Reception Centre, Srinagar which now functions 
round the clock, imparted assistance and guidance to thousands o 
tourists who called at the Centre even at odd hours. To remove the 
complaints of middle income group tourists for not being able to 
obtain accommodation at reasonable rates a number oi tents and 
chouldaries fully fuiaished were provided and the rental charges 
ranged from annas eight per head to Rs. 2/8/- per head for 24 hours. 
This was mucli appreciated by the tourists and helped in lemoving 
the congestion during the peak tourist season. 

Pahalgam 

The Tourist Officer liore was provided with adequate staff to 
cope v/ith the rush of visitors as well as written ■ enquiries received 
from the tourists who called at the Tourist Recf'j'dion Centre here. 
The rush of tourists to this tourist resort having increased consi- 
derably, additional seasonal staff for the first time was provided there.

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DEPARIMENT OF FISHERIES 


Introduction 


Production of trout in the hatcheries and streams and mirror 
carp and other hsh in ponds and lakes etc. shov.cd a great increase 
during the year under report. Trout salvag‘-u ironi dried-up portions 
were stocked in various streams and hatcLej ics icr iurther prox)agation. 
There was great demand for the sale of trout and tho hatcheries were 
well stocked with saleable lish. Similarly mirror carp Jish and the 
country fish continued to flourish and the professional fishermen 
obtained sufficient catches which impro\cd their living conditions. 


With the adoption of various piseatorial and development 
methods and enforcement of rules and regulations and with the 
tightening of watch and ward activities, about 27,00^C00 lbs. of the 
mirror carp fish were achieved at the end of the 4th year of the 
2nd Plan period. It was expected that about further 10,00,000 lbs. 
shall become available at the end of the 5th year i. e, 1960-61, against 
which about 40,00,000 lbs. more were achieved. Fish traders have 
found new markets for selling fish in far-off places in the State. 


illegal extractions of sand, bajri, stones from the beds of the 
streams and Nallas were stopped and various Nadas and streams of 
Jammu Pro\ince are leased out for the extraction of these materials 
on comparatively higher bids. 

As a result of effective watch and control, poaching and other 
fishery offences have shown downward trend. 


Trout Fishing 


20 beats out of 29 beats remained closed for trout fi.shing during 
the year under report. 7,349 trout weighing approximately 1 3,815 lbs. were 
hooked by the anglers against 6,119 trout weighing 6,918 lbs. in the 
previous year. Thus ai:i increased number of more than 1,200 trout 
was caught by the anglers during the year under report. 


The restocking of depleted stream in the previous year gave 
excellent results. The biggest trout of iSl lbs. was caught in the Phoru 
stream in the month of July and is a record of that stream for the 
last 40 years. 

The existing ponds in the hatcheries were improved and 2- new 
ponds were constructed each at Wayil and Papehan for stocking and 
rearing trout for the purpose of sale to visitors. Two Chowkidars’ 
sheds were constructed near Bringi and Erin Fishing Lodges construc- 
ted previously for the facility of the anglers. 6 watcher huts wore 
constructed on different streams to enable the staff to have round 
the clock check on poachers etc. The fishing lodges are properly 
furnished and sanitary fittings installed. These are being let out to 
the anglers, fishing in the streams on usual rent. 953 Trout Licenses 
bringing a revenue of Rs. 22,265 were issued during the year as 
against 693 licences valued at Rs 14,080 in the last year^ 
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Trout Hatcheries 

All the hatcheries remained well stocked during tlie year. 
Improvements and additions were made to provide suflicient scope for 
expansion of t rout there. The prod icti n of trout ^ va and fingerlings 
showed encouraging results. 1.6ll trout weighing abuot 3,135 lbs. 
costing Rs. 10,173 were sold to the public on cash payment against 
1,327 trout costing Rs.9 746 in the previous year.

Chir Zone .cok heavy tell of young Chir regeneration. Water in 
Chenab river and its various tributaries i cached its lowest level due to 
unusual climatic conditions in Jammu wiiich adversely effected carriage 
opera ions of timber and the resultinjt prolonged draught was very 
detenmental to the Forest Sowings and Idantings. ^

Favourable' trade conditions existed, both inside and 

outsice the State. In order to process and meet the 

demand of the mam purchases of the Department /. e. Railways and 

Supply and Dispo.sal Depots of Government of India, a new Forest 

urcle, named as Timber Utilization Circle was created during 

September, I960 and liie old Timber Utilization Division was 
amalgamated with it.

For the first time the Forests in Rajouri Division were 
brought under a regular style Working Plan for scientific management. 
Haveli and Mandliar Ranges were worked under Workirg Plan 
compiled m late thirteen for the whole Poonch Jagir Forests. Similarly 
part of Rajouri Range was, also included in the erstwhile Chir Plan 
of Mirpur Forests Division, but major portion of the Forests covered 
by the Plan are on the other side of the Cease-fire Line. No plan 
existed at all for Nowshera and Delheri Ranges.

Attempts have been made to have a drug nursery for 
e»ery 200 kanals of farm area and cultivation of Dioscorea was 
taken up on an experimental scale at Tangmarg and in Anantag 
Range, its propagation had been tried both by vegetative means 
and seed. The vegetative repoduction has proved a success 
while propagation by seed has not been encouraging so far.

This is besides the 
Chikors shot in the open areas. 

Game Protection

Grass Fodder and other MFP Contracts 

tjrass and Fodder etc. from Jheels and Game Reserves are usually 
sold by auction in both the provinces and R .56,168.57 were realised 
by auctioning grass and fodder etc. from Jheels and Game Reserves 
during the year. Extraction ofSinghara from Hay gam Rakh was also 
given on contract as usual. 

Shalbug grass cutting was permitted on permit basis among the 
locals and Rs. 29,976-00 were realised on this account. 

Dhoop was also extracted from April in Upper Bachhigam Rakh 
and gross weight of 567 mds. 15 seers and 4 chts. of Dhoop was 
collected and delivered at MFP Godown Baramiilla. 

Firewood Supply 

Two firewood coupes were issued out against a lump sum 
royalty of Rs. 42,961.38 from the reserved Rakhs in Kashmir, and it 
met the demand of firewood and charcoal in the city to the tune of 
Rs. 30,000 mds. at the critical moment. 


Revenue 

Total revenue realized through the Game Warden 
from the State Rakhs in the Kashmir Province was Rs. 1,67,248.97 
during the year under report. In addition to this Rs. 9,130.00 was 
realized from State Rakhs in Chenab and Jammu Circles on account 
of grazing and fodder contracts. A scheme to set up a Zoological in 
the valley could not be implemented due to the non-availability of a 
suitable plot for this purpose. 

Wild Life Week 

"Wild life Week was celebrated during the year under report 
in the State. In Jammu and Srinagar and in other important 
towns some slides on wild life species were exhibited in cinema balls. 
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Relief Activities 

Rs. 2,380.00 were distributed as compensation to Forest Lessees 
labour in cases of injury or death. Free grams of timber trees were 
made in all deserving cases of fire and flood sufferers.

Grazing-cum-Erosion Survey Unit which had been created in 
order to assess the cattle population of the State along with its relation 
to Soil Erosion completed its work in Jammu Province during the 
year. In all this Unit surveyed an area of 79,601 sq. miles out of which 
7,056 Sq. were surveyed during the year under report. 

Industrial Concern

These figures clearly?* reveal that although more quantity of crude 
resin was received in the rosin & turpe::tine Factory from the Forests 
comparatively less quantity could be distilled. Consequently as most of 
the resin filled tins were lying in the open, there being not sufficient 
covered accommodation available in the Factory for their storage, 
there was every possibility of deterioration of contents besides increasing 
fire risks, and therefore, about. 20,000 Mds. of resin were sold by 
auction at appreciable prices. During the y-ear under report of all 
the rosin and turpentine produced from the Factory, 76.22% was 
high grade rosin and 89.53% was first quality turpentine. ’ °

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TRADE COMiVIlSSiONER NEW DELHI 

The charge of the office of the Trade Oominissioner during 
ihe year under report was partly held by S* Amar Singh and partly 
by Shri G. R, Renzu. S. Amar Singh was translorred as Commerce 
Secretary in December, 196J and was succeeded by Shri G. R. 
Renzu as Trade Commissioner. 

The work of the Commission comprised the following items 
during the year under report : — 

(1) It maintained liaison with : 

(a) Ministers of the Government of India. 

(b) Central Secretariat and important Officers of the Govern- 

ment of India. 

(c) The leaders of various political parties. 

(d) Important Pressmen and journalists of Delhi. 

(e) Important business men and citizens of Delhi. 

(f) Members of the Parliament. 

(g) Diplomatic representatives of important countries (for 
furtherance of trade and commerce). 

(2) This Commission took all possible measures to enhance 
the sale of Kashmiri crafts through firstly, the Emporia under the 
control of the Trade Commissioner and secondly by approaching 
the Trade representatives in Delhi of various countries for purchase 
of State crafts. 

(3) This Commission assisted different State Departments in 
making purchases and inviting tenders and quotations for their 
requirements in Delhi. 

Close liaison was maintained with the Press, and the 
developmental activities of the State were fully publicised. 

Tourist traflSc received a fillip during the year. An attempt was 
made to attract more tourists to the State by personal contacts and by 
publicising on a larger scale places of tourist intersts in the State. Every 
facility and help was given by the Trade Commissioner to the tourists 
visiting Kashmir during the year. An additional Sky Master service was 
got started in addition to the Viscount and Dakota services. 


The Labour Welfare Unit of this Commission rendered all possi- 
ble help and assistance for the general amelioration of Kashmiri labourers 
who came down during winter months to find a living Tn 
different areas of Delhi and Punjab. Several seriously 
labourers \vere referred under the Contributory Health Scheme to 
Delhi hospitals for specialised treatment. The deserving destitute and 
poor labourers who could not save anything were given relief in the 
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shape of cash payment and railway tickets for their return journey to 
Kashmir. 

Employment was also secured for many labourers during the period 
under report. Disputes that arose between labourers and their employers 
were got amicably settled. 

The Haj pligrims from Kashmir who passed via Delhi en route to 
Bombay were properly looked after and arrangements were made for the 
sea passengers for such pligrims who were on the waiting list with the 
Port Haj Committee or Shipping Lines Bombay. 
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TRAPE AGENCY BOMBAY 

During the year under report the Agency rendered assistance m 
arranging sales of various kinds of goods produced in State. 1 he 
Agency was also of help to almost all the Government Departments m 
obtaining quotations for various items and procureinent of materials, and 
also in clearance of the goods received from abroad. 

Quotations for materials required by various departments were 
obtained and submitted to respective authorities. 


Participation in Exhibitions 

The Trade Agency participated in the Exhibition ‘ GLIMPSES 
OF WONDER AND BEAUTY” organised by ^he Government of 
Maharashtra in February, 1961. The ‘Kashmir 

Kashmiri settings drew the largest number of visitors including forei^^ne . 
It is estimated that over a million people visited the exhibition. 


The services rendered by the Agency during the year under report 
are given below : — 

1. Air passages and rail tickets were arranged for Government 
Officers against priorities. 

2. Assistance was rendered to students in getting 

local colleges and in providing hostel or private accommo- 
dation. 

3. Labourers and other people coming froin Kashmir wre assisted

4. Four parties of students (each party consisting of 25 to 30 
students) belonging to Government College for Women, 
Srinagar, Government College for Women, Jarnmu, S. . 
College, Srinagar and Arts College, Jammu arrived in Bombay 
during the months of December, 1960 and January 1961 on 
an educational tour. The parties were given all po^ible 
assistance in matters of accommodation, transport etc. heir 
visits were arranged to places of educational interest. 


Haj Pilgrimage 

570 Haj pilgrims went for pilgrimage during the year under review. 
They were given all possible assistance. Arrangements in respect of 
booking of passages, passports etc. were made by the Agency to the 
satisfaction of the pilgrims. The pilgrims were received on return from 
Jeddah and arrangements made for their return journey to Pathankot.

2,017 summer and 1,480 winter uniforms for orderlies, 46 summer 
and 32 winter uniforms for Jamadars and 1,179 uniforms for Revenue 
Chowkidars and 80 for Drivers and Dais were issued to the various 
Government Departments. Over 700 typewriters were repaired by 
mechanics attached to this Department. A number of old and 
unserviceable typewriters were got rebuilt through the mechanics and 
issued for use in the Government Offices. 

E, Stationery and Supplies Depot, Jammu 

Uniform material worth Rs. 1,41, 655. 29 was purchased 
during 1960-61. Material worth Rs. 1,33,538.41 was consu^eil in 
preparation of the uniforms supplied to the various inc^entihg 
offices. 

Carriage x\, C and D typewriters were issued to all the 
indenting officers during the year under report. Portable typewriters 
of a standard quality suited to the needs of the Government 
offices were not available in the market, as such the needs of 
some of the Government offices could not be satisfied. Rebuilt and 
reconditioned portable typewriters were however issued to some of 
the offices. About 25 typewriters were rebuilt. 
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
